The m ter flayed “one institu- 
tion controlling 80 per cent” of re- 
tail tobacco; he scored “another 
dictating to farmers the price of 
beef on the market,” and told his 
hearers when conditions existed 
such as were found in Ottawa 
where prosecutions against chain 
stores were launched and “unjust 
scales” uncovered, the housewife- 


buyer was “gypped.” 
Mr. Stevens singled out specifi- 
cally the Imperial Tobacco Com- 


pany, asking by what process of 
reason, “what justification there 
was,” in taking great profits and 


cutting the price of tobacco to 
the grower from 33 to 19 cents. 

“If the Imperial Tobaceo Com 
Piny who invested $14,000,000 
on that has erected a capital struc 
ture of a nominal value of $190,- 
000,000 on which they were paying 
six percent—I ask by what process 
of reasoning. by what law in econ- 
omics, by what method of equity 
can it be argued that they are iusti- 
fied in taking such profits, and ¢ 
ting down prices of tobacco, 
they did, from 33 cents to 19 cents 
and 17 cents?” 

“I am condemned,” he said, “for 
seeking to know too much. I am 
considered to be a ‘busy boiiv. 
Some of my friends of the so-call- 
ed ‘large interests’ would scar-ely 
look at me. They hold up their 
hands in holy horror; — am an 
Ishmaelite. Well, it does not worry 
me very much. I have been critic- 
ized for talking too much to the 
public. I am talking to the public, 
as I have already intimated, for 
the simple reason that I found 
atier talking to business organ- 
izations for two or three years 
here were no results.” 


ISSUES CHALLENGE 


“I will say right now to the head 
of the biggest packing concern in 
Canada” declared Mr. Stevens, “if| 
he wished he could put good and 
choice beef steers at seven and! 
eight cents on the Toronto market 
within two weeks, without doing 
his business one atom of injury.” 
By this, he continued, the farmers 
purchasing power within the next 
year would increase $30,000,000 or 
$40,000,000. 

“I cannot speak now for a de-! 
finite action of any government or 
any parliament, but I will say this 
If these busine heads refu to! 
recognize their duty and their op- 


portunities and do their part to set 
the economic structure of Canada 
right, then I say that public influ- 
ence—whatever that may mean; 
know what I mean—public influ- 


ence will.”

Edmonton's council raised the 
64 mills, and is in the throes of a lively 
troversy with a section of the taxpay 
gary’s council kept the tax rate down to 50 
mills, and is in the throes of an equally lively 
row with the bank. 

Mayor Davison reported on Monday there 
ig not enough cash on hand or credit in sight 
to pay the maturing interest on bond issues, and 
the council voted down a proposal to put the 
city under receivership. 

The troubles of the two cities have a com- | 
mon origin. The interest rates stayed up while | 
taxpayer earnings went down. In either city 
the council refused to slaughter salaries, disrniss 
employees, cut down public services, ignore the 
claims of the unemployed for relief, and turn 


itself into a ruthless collecting agency for the 
holders of bonds drawing twice the rate of real 
interest they were entitled to. 

Edmonton’s council raised the rate and is | 
“fighting it out” with the taxpayers. Calgary's 
counci! kept down the rate and is fighting it out 
with the bank. That is the essential difference 
in the methods of meeting the common diffi- 
culty, Which method is the better is a matter 
of opinion. Neither solves the problem, which | 
is to bring about a reduction in interet rates 
equivalent to the reduction in wages and pr fits 
out of which taxes have to be paid, and in keep- 
ing with the increased value of the interest | 
money paid to the bond-holders. 

The provincial legislature could do that, by 
imposing a tax on bond-interest, or allowing 
the cities to do so—and should have done it at 
last session. Had it done so, Edmonton would 
not have a 64 mill rate, nor Calgary's council 
be debating a slump into receivership. 


A FEED SURPLUS 


Nature is continuing to curtail the western | 


grain crop with a vengeance, 
A month ago central and northern Alberta 


had the finest stands of wheat, oats and barley } 


on this continent, while the northerly sections 
of Saskatchewan and Manitoba were also in 
feir way to reap a good harvest of these grains. 
But successive frosts and continued rains have 
been translating these grain crops into feed 
crops, wholesale. 

The frosts have reduced the grade and also 
the yield of wheat quite generally, and have 
prevented oats and barley maturing over con- 
siderable areas. Wet weather has prevented 
the stooked grain ripening and drying. Where 
normal to heavy yields of threshed grain of 
good quality were promised a few weeks ago, 
the outlook now is rather for grain of feed 
grades. 

Whatever the elevator gradings and rec eipts 
may eventually show, there is a certainty of 
an enormous surplus of roughage and feed 

in the northerly districts of this and the 
other prairie provinces. If this abundant fodder 
and low grade grain is turned to account as feed 
for stock, the proceeds will in measure offset 
te the farmer and country what has been lost

This unforeseeable development raises fur- 
ther doubt as to the wisdom of inaugurating 
a gencral slaughter of cattle in the dried-out 
areas of the west. With abundant feed for them 
in the northern belt, an alternative and more 
hopeful policy would be to move the cattle to 
the feed or the feed to the cattle. 

The United States may be importing beef 
next year on a large scale, probably will be. 
Our governments should help the farmer to 
keep his cattle through the winter, rather than 
encourage or compel him to sacrifice them now 
at the price of canners, and sacrifice also the 
chance of a more profitable market next spring.

Nephritis Or Bright’s 


Disease 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In the chronic form of nephritis the most 
common symptoms are the presence of albumin 
and casts in the liquid waste from the kidneys. 
Sometimes, due to the persistent injury of the 
kidneys by toxins, these organs will enlarge, 
but in certain types of nephritis the opposite 
occurs and the kidneys be- 
come small and hard, In the 
most serious form of chronic 
nephritis there will be a per- 
sistent high blood pressure, 
often reaching over 200. 

Where the acute form of 
nephritis disappears quickly 
under proper treatment, the 
chronic form is a very serious 
disorder and requires pro- 
longed treatment with diet 
and other hygienic measures

for correcting the faulty metabolism and toxic 


poisoning which is present. As in the acute 
form, the kidneys retain that which should be 
thrown out, and throw out what the blood 
should retain. ’ 

The treatment with fasting and diet is much 
the same in acute and chronic nephritis, except 
that in a chronic form it is generally necessary 
to give the patient a reasonabie amount of pro- 
tein in his diet in order to make up for the loss 
of albumin which is thrown out in the liquid 
waste. The fast should be followed with a non- 
starchy and non-protein diet for three or four 
weeks, and then protein added in the form of 
eggs and the meats which are most easily 
digested, using perhaps one egg daily and about 
four ounces of meat protein. 

It is important to keep up the skin elimina- 
tion to relieve the kidneys of some of their 
burden. Several sponge or shower baths should 
be taken each day to keep the pores of the skin 
cleansed. Cold showers should be used if the 
skin will re-act with a warm glow after-wards. 
It is best to use at least one enema daily as long 
as there is any albumin showing, or as long as 
any other symptoms of nephritis persist. 

The kidneys must be furnished a plentiful 
supply of water, and large amounts shctld be 
taken frequently during the day, and even at 
night if the patient is awake. 
| A milk diet will often prove beneficial in 
the treatment of nephritis or any other kidney 
disease. Only two or three quarts of milk daily 
should be taken. It is best to use a glass of milk 
| every hour, preceded by a few drops of lemon 
| juice which help in the stimulation of the gastric 
| 
| 


secretions. This milk diet must be continued 
for several weeks in order to produce the de- 
sired results. 

} A certain amount of physical exercise should 
| be taken in the form of calisthenic exercises 
and walking. Alcohol, tobacco, condiments, and 
all highly seasoned foods should be avoided, 
and the salt intake should be small. 

Patients who are only partially cured may 
live for from ten to twenty years after the 
disease is discovered, but a complete cure is 
possible if the patient is willing to live an 
abstemious life, with a diet carefully regulated 
and all habits of life properly balanced.

It is very useful in such defi- 
ciency diseases as anemia and tuberculosis. It 
is frequently used to remove skin blemishes. 
It is also helpful in certain throat conditions. 
This ray is present in sunlight, but will not 
penetrate glass. It may cause blindness if 
| allowed to shine directly into the eyes, and for 
| this reason both doctor and patient use special 
| glasses when treating with this ray. The 
actinic ray does not penetrate very deeply, its 
action being principally on the blood, as it 
passes through the surface capillaries of the 
skin.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1810 Joseph 
Frobisher, the Englishman from 
Yorkshire, who was one of the 


| founders of the fur trade, at least 


as it is related to national de- 
velopment, died at Montreal. 
Born April 15, 1740, he came to 
Canada in 1768; his brother, Ben- 
jamin, had come in 1765; his other 


brother, Thomas, came in 1773. In 
1774 Jostph reached the Sas- 
katchéwan, established a small 


trading post on the Churchill 
river (which he called the Eng- 
lish river) and returned to Mon- 
treal with a rich cargo of furs. 
This was the first exploration by 
Montreal merchants into the 
West. This suggerted to Alex- 
ander Henry, the Frobisher 
brothers and other traders 
formation of a trading syndicate, 
which was the foundation of the 
North West Company. Jos*ph re- 


| turned to Montreal in 1776 and in

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The Quantity Of Government 


By R. 7. ELLIOTT, K.C 


His Worship the Mayor of Winnipeg is of opinion that our 
provincial governments are too much in quantity and too little in 
quality. His Worship suggests a single provincial government for 
all of Canada situated west of the Great Lakes. 


The idea would be good provided western Canada were given 
control of its own trade and commerce and tariffs and banks and 
railways. Then we could get somewhere 


Under the present system, the only safeguard western Canada 
has against complete bureaucracy and monopoly consists in the 
subdivisign of government into provincial governments and 
municipal institutions. Even this has not been wholly effectual 
because the Dominion government by inflicting a sky-high special 
privilege tariff has wrecked all the commerce of western Canada 


Subdivision of government is and always will be popular, be- 
cause each subdivision is more accessible to the individual, and 
has a better knowledge of his needs, than a central government. 


This principle, only slightly altered in’ application, is the 
barrier which will prevent amalgamation of railway manage- 
ments in Canada. Under eompeting managements, the intending 
shipper has visits from both railways looking for the business 
Under amalagamation the shipper would first have to create the 
business, and then go out and find some railway official whose 
convenience would not be interfered with by handling the rail- 
way details of the shipment. This is one thing the general public 
knows. 


The more government is centralized—the more certain the 
dictatorship. No one suggests that any membe® of the Bennett 
cabinet is an originating factor in government.
